Raleigh, after his decapitation, was pat into a red leather 
bag, over which his velvet night-gown was thrown, aud 
the whole was then conveyed away in a mourning coach 
provided by Lady Raleigh, who is reported to have pre¬ 
served this sad memorial in a case, during her entire 
widowhood, twenty-nine years, prior to her son Car.:w 
obtaining it on her decease, who also kept it by him as 
his mother had done, and is said to have had it interred 
with bim at Horsley. In 1703 a head was dug up iu that 
churchyard, from the Bide of a grave whore a Carew 
Raleigh was buried, there being no hones of a body, nor 
room lor any, tbe rest of that side of the grave being firm 
chalk. Au embalmed heart was also found under the floor 
of a room at Horsley which had once been a chapel. It 
has been said that Carew carried about with him his 
father’s heart. It appears that the body of her murdered 
husband was consigned to Lady Raleigh, and, notwith¬ 
standing the current opinion that it was interred in St.
